Careful System of Selection of Candi- 
dates for Land Settlement, 

An order-in-council has been passed 
making provision for the settlement 
of imperial ex-service men in Canada. 

In order to ascertain the adaptabil- 


adian life and make a success of 
farming, the soldier settlement board 
will establish a careful system of 
selection of candidates in the old 
country 


ae These committees may en- 
quire into the physical, moral, finan- 
cial and other qualifications of pros- 
tpective settlers, and issue certificates 
lentitling holders to preceed to Canada 
to receive training in Canadian me- 
thods of agriculture. Selected candi- 
ates may receive the training by tak-

Anthrax Cases Have Been Traced to} 


Jap Shaving Brushes 

If anyone has recently purchased 
a new shaving brush they should 
make sure it did not come out of a 
consignment tainted with anthrax, 
Two cases of this disease In London, 
England, have been traced to Jap- 
anese shaving brushes, Anthrax is 
an infectious and usually fatal dis- 


ease of animals, especially sheep and 


cattle, but occasionally attacks human 
beings. It is characterized by ulcera- 
tions of the skin, enlargement of the 
spleen and general collapse. 

_ Dr. Seymour, public health com- 
missioner for Saskatchewan, has been 
advised by the department of health, 
Ottawa, as follows: 

The following telegram has” been 
received from the high commissioner 
of Canada, London, and is transmit- 
ted to you for your information: 

“Ministry of health informs me 
that in investigating sources of two 
cases of anthrax, in London, it has 
been found that some shaving 
brushes manufactured in Japan and 
bearing identification marks 1736- 
2592 and 5238, were infected with an- 
thrax., Four other consignments be- 
lieved to be of Japancse origin have 
since been found infected. Identifica- 
tion numbers 119 stroke 146-1022-1040 
and 1073, Steps have been taken by

‘New Use For Echoes 


Device Invented for Taking Sound- 
ings at Sea. 

An inventor in Oakland, California, 
has found a new and practical use for 
echoes, and as a result the time. may 
coine when the practice of “heaving 
the lead” at sea will be known only 


‘in historical novels and old maritime 


was. fast hours. 


history. The marimeter, as the new 
device is called, sends a sound from 
the keel of the ship t6 the bottom’ of 
the sea; the sound comes back as an 
echo, and the journey, automatically 
recorded on a diaphram, is translated 
into terms of length. The~ report 
shows the depth of water between 
keel and bottom, calculated from the 
known speed of a sound-wave in salt 
water, and the knowledge may be 
acquifed at the rate of four soundings 
a minute, which is very much faster 
than by older methods. The mari- 
meter, to be sure, lias only recently 
gone to sea, if indeed the . steamer 
Governor, which will carry the first of 
them, has yet left dry.dock in Seattle, 
Washington.

The Canadian Wheat Board has announced an increase ‘of 50c a bashel in the price of wheat to 
the millers. This action has been taken because Mr. Julius Barnes, of the United: States Grain 
Corporation has succeeded in his attempt to have removed those war-time restrictions which pre- 
vented the free entry of Canadian wheat into the United States. The seh of Western ae, 
must appreciate what has been done for them by Mr. Barnes. 


There was a time When there was loud discussion in Canada as to what effect free wheat 
between Canada and the United States would have upon the price of wheat. It. was argued on the 
one side that the pricé of wheat at Minneapolis w ould be reduced to the Canadian level, and it was — ; 
as emphatically asserted on the other side that the price of Canadian wheat would approach to 
the higher level usually obtaining in Minneapolis. Upon whichever side of the: controversy the — 
merits of the case lay, those who argued against free-wheat won in the reciprocity election of 1911. 

Many things have happened since. the year 1911, so many that we are living now in a new order: 
of things altogether. Amongst the many changes that have taken place are’ those affecting trade 
jin wheat as between Canada and the ‘United States. Both countries have removed tthe duty on 
| wheat. So far as governments and parliaments are concerned, free trade in wheat between Canada 
and the United States is now the law. During the war, and for many months after the Atmistice 
was signed, both countries maintained restriction which made free wheat impossible. Now, how- 
ever, the United States Government has removed all those restrictions, while the Canadian. author- 
ities have not. We have now a one-sided free wheat between .the two countries, “and the immediate 
result of this is an increase to the Canadian farmer of 50c a bushel in the price of his wheat.

‘Have the farmers of Western Canada Leanged their attitude in regard to free wheat? > 
question sounds comical now that they have at last a concrete demonstration of the value of the, 
American market. But the question is not as comical as it sounds, and for this reason there is not 
a chance in a hundred that the United States will keep its market open if. Canada continues its, — 
present metliod of selling wheat. The farmers of the United States, especially of the. spring 1 
grewing areas, cannot be expected to look with favor upon the free entry of Canadian’ wheat 
their market$, and they will find allies in the UnitedStates in any attempt they may make to re4im 
the duty or the restrictions, And in making such an attempt their spokesmen can make use of the 
of argument which has never failed to find a response in the United States. :
